3 CHEESE FACTORIES TO 
BE CONSOLIDATED FOR 
YEAR-ROUND OUTPUT 


The Ontario and Federal govern- 
ments will contribute $55,000 toward 
the $123,000 over-all cost of the new 
addition cf the Eldorado Cheese and 
Rumer Co-optrative at Eldorado. 

The announcement of the provincial 
grant under the provisions of the 
Ontario ‘Agricultural Rehabilitation 
ard Development Act, was made last 
week by Clarke T. Rollins, MLA for 
Hastings East, and by Hon. William 
A. Stevan, Monister of Agriculture. 

The Eldorado Cheese and Butter 
(\-operative is consolidating with the 
Madoc and Oak Leaf Factories and 
the new piant addition at Eldorado 
will provide a year round milk outlet 
for dary farmers in the Madoc 
district. 

At the present time there are no 
other outlets for milk produced in 
the area and a survey of the area 
indicated that 95 per cent of the 
farmers depend on milk production 


for the greater part of their income. | 


The Eldorado plant last year had 
a cheese production of 923,000 pounds 
and has a proven record of good 
management and is on a sounc 
financial basis.

Next morning we stopped at 
Marineland which was the best stop 
we made. Late in the afternoon we 
reached Daytona Beach. Many went 
swimming that night. The next day 
found everyone on the beach, fighting 
the surf, ving in the sun o7 ‘riding up 
and down the beach on a Honda.

Many were the sore backs Wednes- 
day morning 4nd ho one felt like 
travelling, bul we left at noon for 
Cape Kennedy.

The actual cost of the trip was) 
over three thousand dollars and ex- 
cept for approximately two hundred 
and fifty dollars all was raised he- 


motel accommodations were excellent 
(T.V.’s and swimming pools) and the 
rates figured out to less than. two 
dollars per student per night. We 
found that during Easter, first class 
motels lowered their rates from $9 
per couple to $5.50 per couple. 

The buses operated at approxi- 
'mately $4.65 per mile, including gas, 
oil! and grease. This, of course, does

maintenance. Charges were $10.05 
per bus for toll roads and bridges. 
The trip was 3289 miles return and 
during the driving hours we averaged 
34 M.P.H. on the trip down and 43 
M.P.H. on the return trip. The safety 
of the group was always the concern 
of the drivers and my own opinion 
and that of the group is that finer 
drivers could not have been hired. 
Mr. Richardson, Mr. Cole, Mr. Broad 
and Mr. Brorison are to be congratu- 
lated on an excellent job. I have even 
heard it said that they came back 
with the feeling that our boys are 4 
pretty good group. Mr. MeNab 
accomplished his task of keeping the 
boys away from the girls in Florida 
by treating their (boys) sun-burn! 
No joke - his work was deeply 
appreciated. 

‘Those wishing to drive to Flerida 
may note that there is only 35 miles 
difference between the East Coast 
route through Washington, Richmond, 
Charleston and Jacksonville and the 
Central route through Detroit, 
Lexington, Knoxville and Atlanta. 
However, the Central route is nearly 
all 4-lane, divided highways and 
travel is much faster.”

The tempo of our schools 
picked up this week as students 
began to bone up for exam-time, 
that often torturing finale to 
the school year which builds in 
pressure through May and June. 

. Teenagers of every aaa & 
tion havé™been an enigma 
their parents, and the present 
crop of “young adults” is no ex- 
ception. There is growing evi- 
dence, however, that young 
Catadians heading into the job 
markets during the next five 
years will be the best educated, 
most alert and most articulate 
ever turned out by the Canadian 
school system. 


Does this mean that our edu- 
cation system has reached some 
kind of Utopia, or that every- 
thing done in our schools today 
is done for the best reasons, 
with the best results? 


Of course not. But it does 
mean that broadly speaking, 
Canadian communities are at 
last coming to grips with the 
oproblem of preparing young 
people for the kind of world 
they are going to have to face. 

This must be due partly to a 
better -balanced judgment of 
their elders as to what kind of 
world young people are going’to 
face. 

On the positive side, there is 
probably less political naivete 
today than ever before. There is 
more questioning of long-accept- 
ed standards, less blind accept- 
ance of political and social 
norms. 

The young Canadians who 
have become part of the “global 
community” through television 
and other media, do seem to 
care about what is happening on 
the face of this earth. They 
wonder about Vietnam, the 
bomb, the Negro revolution, the 
Quehec question, and the treat- 
ment of our Indians. 

One outlet for their idealism 
- hopefully an idealism without 
illusions — may be in the Com- 
pany of Young Canadians who 
will soon be going into de- 

areas, Indian reserva- 
tions, and backwood commutni- 


ties to help other Canadians toa .

tion, hopefully concluding in a 
university liberal arts course. 
This was the heyday of “pro- 
gressive education,” when star- 
tling new. . .and often disastrous 
methods. . .were tried in such 
fields as child permissiveness, 
the teaching of reading by word 
recognition (which never 
worked) and so on. 


The sudden arrival of the sec- 
ond industrial revolution in the 
form of automation brought a 
second look at .education after 
World War II. 


It became increasingly appar- 
“ent that education had to he 
modeled for the student, rather 
than the reverse. Differences of 
intelligence and background be- 
gan to be recognized. What is 
good for one student is harmful 
for another, and the recognition 
of this brought an end to the 
idea that everyore’s goss 
should be the same. , 

The fact that an alarming per- 
centage of students were unable 
to cope with the academic 
courses of our schools led to 
spin-off courses in technical and 
commercial fields. This has al- 
ready brought a reduction in 
drop-outs. and promises to he 
more successful in training 
young people for fields in which 
they will be better able to de- 
velop their potential. , 

But a third stage of education 
evolution is needed to head off 
equally severe problems arising 
from excessive emphasis on 
school success. 

Sociologists have discovered 
that too many young North 
Americans are trapped by their 
parents in a kind of academic 
ulcer derby. 

One, Dr. Arthur Barron of tie 
University of Chicago, reported 
recently that a study showed 
many youngsters “are paying a 
terrible price because of the 
enormous pressure on them for 
oa grades and success in later 
ife. . 

“They think happiness is a 
big house, two cars and a lot of 
money,” Dr. Barron concluded. 
“One wonders if they have not 
been moulded too much in our 
. image at this tender age.” 

Perhaps it will take. another 
generation for North Americans 
to Jearn to live with affluence in 
what is still an unaffluent 
world:

First speaker was former president 
Gerald Boyce, who described how on 
August 15, 1866, the discovery was 
made by a team of prospectors under 
Marcus Powell of Malone, a Marmora 
Township,,community. The discovery 
was made on lot 18 of the 5th con- 
cession of Madoc Township and led 


to the famous Richardson. Mine. R

ownership, theft of part of the best 
gold, the) smallness of the gold 
pockets, and the lack of, capital to 
develop the mine properly.

AND BUTTER 
PLANT RE-OPENS 


- The Eldorado Cheese and Butter 
Co-op commenced operations for 1966 
on Monday, May 16th sith an en- 
larged plant which has been under 
hgurabiaaenss since January. The 
factory operated in 1965 with a 
record volume of milk and produced 
923,878 pounds of cheese from April 
1st to December 31st. 

Early in 1965 the patrons of the 
Madoc Cheese Co. decided to close 
their plant and deliver their milk to 
the Eldorado plant and near the end 
of the season all subscribed for 
membership in the Eldorado Cheese 
and Butter. Co-op. The amount of 
milk that could be processed had 
reached its capacity of approximately 
50,000 pounds per day. 

In August the’ directors of the 
company decided that in. order to 
accommodate more milk producers. 
a building program had to be started. 
Preliminary steps were taken, tenders 
called and the contract awarded with 
a goal of April ist re-opening.. Many 
unforseen obstacles were encountered 
which delayed the opening until the 
present time. 

In “October, the patrons of Oak 
Leaf Cheese Company made their 
decision to close their plant perma- 
nently and to deliver their milk to 
the larger company. 

The new addition erected by Mr. 
Wilfred Spencer consists of an en- 
larged make room, 4 receiving room 
where the milk is weighed, tested and 
clarified before entering the ‘vats. 
The cost of this with new equipment 
necessary will be approximately 
$115,000.. The capacity of the new 
plant will process 96,000 pounds of 
milk daily which means, a cheese 
production of 8,340 pounds per day.

ABANDONED URANIUM MINE PLAYS 
A ROLE IN ANTI-SUBMARINE WARFARE 


LONDON, Ontario—Af 
abandoned uranium mine 
1,000 miles from the nearest 
ocean is being used by a tele- 
vision manufacturer to test 
anti-submarine warfare 
devices. : 


Strange? 


“Not really,” sass Nigel C. 
Eiloart, President of Sparton 
of Canada Ltd., manufacturer 
of television sets and stereo 
phonographs. The company’s 
defence division is using the 
site to test sonobuoys, which 
are devices used by the Ca- 
nadian Government for sub- 
marine detection. 


The abandoned mine is 
located west of Bancroft in 
Hastings County, Ontario. 


The land locked mine offers 
the advantages for testing 
purposes which could only be 
found several hundred miles 
out into the ocean beyond the 
Continental Shelf, Mr. Eiloart 
explained.

This Sparton engineer is working in 


Beeause of the expendable 
nature of the equipment, pro- 
duction costs must be held to 
a minimum.
